FROM OUR LIVER Ent COMMERCIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 

There has been a considerable falling away 
in business during the past week in the chief 
commodities, and in most instances prices 
were lower. In the palm oil section sllers 
have been more in evidence, though there 
has béen no disposition on their part to force 
business, and consequently values have tn 
held up fairly well. The premium which dis- 
tant months carried in the previous week has 
evaporated, and at the moment dealers find it 
easier to dispose of oil afloat. A fair trade has 
been car through with America. — Sales 
during the week are estimated at about 1, 650 
tons, with os quoted £39 10s., September 
arrival £39, Sherbro’ £38 10s., Niger £40 5s. 
and Benin £39 15s. 

The reactionary tendency in palm kernels 
noted last week has been much in evidence 
during the week under review, and while 

uite a large trade has been carried through, 
the quantity of material offered has been 
sufficiently large as to create an easier ten- 
dency after each advance. There have been 
fair sales of July-September and August-Octo- 
ber shipment at around £20 13s. Hull con- 
sumers have bought but sparingly, and 
what little business has been carried through 
has been of a speculative character. Ham- 
burg has bought freely of fine material afloat 
at £22. but this can now be obtained around 
£21 10s., while August-September fetches 
£21 5s. and September-October £21 2s. 6d. 

In the market for ground nuts business has 
been brisk, with prices harder for all classes 
of material. There are buyers of Rufisque to 
Marseilles when obtainable around £20, but 
sellers are difficult to find. Nigerian de- 
corticated to Hamburg, any position, com- 
mands £26 5s. Nuts oils remain steady, with- 
out much change in values. Refined oils, how- 
ever, have been firm throughout the week, 
with business on a larger scale than for some 
weeks past.

THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Thomas Harold Spurgeon, M.A., B.D., 
T.C.D., grandson of C. H. Spurgeon, preached 
last week in Spurgeon s Tabernacle. it was 
on May 25th, 1861, that the great ‘Spurgeon 
first preached in the Tabernacle is son 
Thomas succeeded him on July 30th, 1895. 
That first Tabernacle was destroyed by fire 
on April 20th, 1898, and the existing 
Tabernacle was opened on September 19th, 
1900. Mr. T. H. Spurgeon, after a distin- 
guished career in Trinity College, was 
appointed a master in 3 Andrew’s College, 
and holds the position .-. Principal of the 
Dublin Paptist College. 

The minutes of Assembly for 1924 have 
just been published. Besides the minutes of 
the Supremes Court, it contains accounts of 
congregations, presbyteries and sy nods. Dr. 
Lowe, the clerk and editor, is to be congratu- 
lated on so quickly producing a book f over 
360 pages and uil of details demanding 
scrupulous correction. All the accounts of 
the Presbyterian Church in Ireland are 
audited and pub.ished, from those of the 
local congregation to those of the Sustentation 
Fund aa Missions. 

Connor Church, near Ballymena, where 
“the Revival of ‘59°’ began, is one of the 
large country congregations to be found in 
Mid-Antrim, where Presbyterianism is almost 
the only “ism.” Lhe present church is a 
new building. erected some thirty years ago, 
during the ministry of the Rev. Dr. Colvin, on 
the site of the old church. The present 
minister, the Rev. H. V. Clements, and the 
Committee have had the church renovated and 
decorated. and the Session selected their 
retired minister, Dr. Colvin, and his son, 
the Rev. W. H. Colvin, minister of Tassah, to 
be the special preachers at the re-opening 
Services a week aco. 

The Shadyside Presbyterian Church, Pitts- 
burg, has invited the Rev. A. Wylie Blue,.of 
May street Presbyterian Church, Belfast, to 
preach on the last two Sundays of August, 
with a view of calling him as successor to 
Rev. Dr. McCiurkin 

As all holiday roads this year lead to 
Wembley, it will be interesting’ to Presby- 
terian visitors to learn that the minister of 
Wembley Presbyterian Church is an Irishman, 
the Rev. W. E. Breakey. At present the con- 
gregation are drawn from ail lands. Recently

Germany’s Chance. 


The signing of the London Pact between 
the Allies and Germany marks the end of 
a dramatic episode. Throughout last 
Friday night the German delegates 
were in continuous communication with 
Berlin, and as messages arrived from 
their Government they held hurried 
consultations in their dressing gowns. 
Finally, at about 4 a.m., they were in- 
structed by President Ebert to accept the 
Allies’ terms under protest. A messenger 
was sent post haste to M. Herriot’s hotel, 
and on Saturday the protocols were signed. 
The terms are those of the Dawes Report, 
with the additional stipulation that the 
French shall not evacuate the Ruhr Valley 
until the end of another year. Dr. Marx 
and his colleagues fought hard to secure a 
withdrawal of the French troops at an 
earlier date, but M. Herriot was adamant. 
Recognising that the French Premier 
could not be moved on this point, the 
British, Belgian and American delegates 
brought pressure to bear on the Germans ; 
and it is understood that Mr. Hughes, 
the American Secretary of State, who is 
in Berlin, advised President Ehbert 
strongly in favour of acceptance. At any 
rate, Dr. Marx yielded, declaring that the 
German delegates “had taken notice ” of 
the French demand, but that they could 
not admit its legality. As a result of 
this step the French Government 
announced yesterday that it proposed to 
evacuate the towns of Offenburg and 
Appenweier to-day. The period of isola- 
tion is at an end, Henceforward Germany 
can treat with her conquerors on equal 
terms 


Opinions on the conditions of the London 
Pact are varied. In France most of the 
newspapers seem to think that M. Herriot 
has given away too much. In England the 
principal feeling is a feeling of relief 
that some kind of agreement has been 
reached at last. Everybody recognises the 
good work that has been done by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald in bringing the French 
and the Germans together, and, while 


some are inclined to criticise the 
detailed result of his endeavours, 
there is unanimous satisfaction with 


their success. The Germans profess to be 
much disappointed. When they came to 
London they were convinced that, as the 
British always had insisted on the 
illegality of the Ruhr occupation, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald would support their 
claim for ite immediate abandonment. 
The British Premier, however, was wise 
enough to realise that insistence on this 
point would wreck the Conference, and, if 
the German people have any political 
sense at all, they will accept the inevit- 
able with as good a grace as they can 
muster. Acceptance of the London 
protocols involves a change in the German 
Constitution. The railway clauses inter- 
fere with the existing railway law, and, 
therefore, the German Government must 
secure a two-thirds’ majority in the 
Reichstag before they can be ratified. It 
is possible that the extreme Nationalists 
of the Ludendorff-Reventlow type may 
thwart Dr. Marx’s efforts to carry a 
change in the Constitution. 


If the German people allow themselves 
to be misled by irresponsible fanatics, the 
Dawes Report may be wrecked, and the 
whole problem of reparations may be 
thrown into the melting pot again. Some- 
thing must be sacrificed by every- 
body in the common cause of Europe's 
welfare. After all, Germany, the wilful 
author of the late war, is not the 
only country that stands to lose by 
the terms of the London Pact. Take 
the case of England. Under the new 
scheme the French Comité des Forges has 
succeeded in effecting the long desired 
union between the iron and steel of 
Lorraine and the coke supplies of the 
Ruhr. This achievement will give heavy 
industry in France an enormous advan- 
tage over its British competitors—a fact 
on which the Germans were careful to lay 
stress in London. Mr. Macdonald, however, 
put the peace and prosperity of Europe 
before every other consideration and 
agreed to an arrangement which is fraught 
with considerable danger to British in- 
dustry. Will the Germans show equal 
statesmanship? This is their last chance. 
If they reject the London Pact, Britain 


abandon their efforts to bring about a 
settlement. All hopes of Germany's

acceptance of the Allies! terms Dr. Marx 
has proved himself to be a man of sense 
as well as of courage, and we hope 
that his countrymen will recognise that 
he has taken the only possible course. 
He has made his choice between a fair 
chance of Germany's restoration and the 
absolute certainty of her final downfall. 


The Railway Strike. 


The technical distribution of railway 
labour may be a sealed book to most 
people, but the issues which are in dis- 
pute on the Great Southern and Western 
Company's system are quite clear. The 
new Workers’ Union has quarrelled with 
another trade union, and, since it cannot 
have its way, is trying to penalise not 
only the railway company, but the general 
public. We are informed that until the 
“vice-men’’ at Inchicore joined the 
Workers’ Union they made no trouble 
with the fitters, who are members of 
another union, Then they began to raise 
difficulties about the allocation of work ; 
and the company, in order to keep the 
peace, ruled that the “vice-men ” should 
undertake repairs only, while the fitters 
should do new construction, This 
arrangement seems to favour the “ vice- 
men,” since repairs are continuous and 
new work is intermittent. The citizens 
will be less concerned, however, with the 
merits of the dispute than with the 
methods by which the Workers’ Union 
seeks to enforce its Some one 
the Great 
Southern and Western Company s service 
went on strike last Friday. They have 
opened war on the public with a policy 
which, if it should succeed, would cripple 
the railway traffic of the whole of 
Southern, and a large part of Western, 
Ireland. Pickets have been posted at 
Kingsbridge and at the North Wall with 
the declared object of stopping the 
carriage of foodstuffs on the company's 
system, and an attempt is being made to 
prevent the coaling of engines at Kildare 
and other places. Hitherto this cruel 
plan has been a comparative failure and 
all the company‘s services are main- 
tained ; but the pickets, it appears, have 
been able to intimidate some members of 
other unions which are not supporting the 
strike and have no sympathy with it. 
The company has decided to defy the 
strikers and to fill the places of all men 
who do not return to work to-day. On 
the other hand, the Workers’ Union has 
decided to continue and, if it can, to cx- 
tend the strike. In this situation the 
duty of the Government and of the country 
is plain and urgent. We have here no 
simple conflict between Capital and 
Labour. We are faced with the out- 
rageous attempt of a single union of un- 
skilled men to impose its claims, by 
methods of public injury, on at least 
three other unions, manned by skilled 
labour, and on a great company which 
employs members of all these unions. The 
picketting business is a frank effort to do 
two things—to coerce the company by 
starving the public, and to drive from 
their jobs, or to deprive of proferred jobs, 
men who have no quarrel with either the 
company or the citizens, In other words, 
this. strike is an attack upon the State, 
and, so far as may be necessary, the 
State’s resources must be employed to 
defeat it. We assume confidently that, 
from to-day, the Government will afford, 
the fullest protection to the Great 
Southern and Western Company’s 
servants, new and old, and to all traders 
who wish to despatch or to receive goods 
at the company’s premises, Sooner or 
later, industrial Bolshevism must receive 
its lesson if the Free State is to thrive at 
all. No doubt, the present strikers have 
been encouraged by the Governments 
nervous and timid handling of the muni- 
cipal workers’ challenge.

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The Tourist Industry. 


Remarkable proof of the success of the 
French tourist traffic is furnished by the 
fact that eleven and a quarter million 
francs were collected, during 1923, in 118 
towns from the travellers’ tax. This tax 
is added to the hotel bills of visitors and 
varies according to the size and alleged 
magnificence of the establishment. Several 
other European countries levy a like tax 
on foreigners, and a great deal of money 
is collected in this way. Nice leads easily 
among the French towns in which this tax 
is levied. Her contribution for 1925 was 
more than two million francs. Cannes 
and Mentone are other winter resorts 
which take high places in the list, while 
autumn watering places are represented by 
Vichy, which is second only to Nice in 
popularity, and by Aix-les-Bains. Mention 
of these names illustrates the extent to 
which the French people benefit from the 
presence of British seekers alter health 
and sunshine. Brittany has sprung into 
popularity of recent years as A tourist 
resort, and now the hotel industry ranks 
second only to fishing in this part of 
France. French visitors to the hotels 
complain, however, that the influx of 
foreigners has increased prices to their 
own detriment. In view of the efforts that 
are being made to attract tourists to Ire- 
land, where the natural advantages are 
unexcelled for holidays, the statistics that 
bear evidence of the success of the French 
tourist traffic are of especial interest. 
Visitors during the present month have 
been pleased with their introduction to 
the charms of this country. If the roads 
could be improved and if the standard of 
comfort which is provided in hotels 
throughout the country could be raised, 
the Free State might enter the field as a 
dangerous rival to Continental countries, 
and a tourist tax might prove to be as 
profitable in Ireland as it is in France. 


Women and War. 


The third conference of the Interna- 
tional Federation of University Women, 
which has concluded at Christiania, was 
attended by delegates from nearly all the 
nations of the world. The Federation was 
founded five years ago in London by 
women from Great Britain, Canada and 
the United States. Since that time it has 
expanded until the only qualification, 
apart from that of sex, is the possession 
of a university education. The recent 
conference was attended by women repre- 
senting néarly all professions and call- 
ings that are open to their sex. Irish- 
women were there and women from China, 
Austria and New Zealand, Their pur- 
pose is the establishment of a moral. 
league to prevent the recurrence of war, 
Since the Great War several associations

have been formed with the object of, 


bringing together university graduates of 
different countries. The wounds of the 
spirit are healed less easily than those of 
the body, but something, perhaps, may be 
done as a result of a better understand- 
ing among educated people throughout the 
world. It is right and natural that 
women should be included in such move- 
ments, since they have gained so secure a 
footing in university life. Whether they 
succeed in making war a little less pro- 
bable or not, experience of other places 
and different modes of life must have a 
broadening influence on their characters. 
One thing, at any rate, is certain. If 
another war takes place during the lives 
of this generation, the lack of conferences 
will not be to blame.

It will be remembered that in the last- 
mentioned play the author causes a conven- 
tional middle-aged man to become a bluster- 
ing, swaggering pirate chief. There is a 
suggestion of the same . ng in “ Pansy's 
Arabian Night.” Argo Attawater, tirnid, 
retiring, and nervous, together with Pansy 
Forde, an ardent film fan. finds himself 
stranded with a broken motor-cycle on a 
strange road near a mysterious licvse late one 
evening. They enter the house, which appears 
to be empty, in order to telephone for assist- 
ance, and then they become involved in a 
series of strange adventures. A lovely woman, 
an extraordinary butler, two foreign crooks, 
a low sea-faring man, and a Chinese are some 
of the mysterious visitors who appear on the 
scene. The pair find themselves the custodians 
of some wonderful jewels, and the timid Atta- 
water, at the instigation of the lovely vamp, 
determines to pose as the owner of the house 
and guard the jewels. His endeavours to be 
terrifying and dominating are amusing in the 
extreme. After mary queer happenings the 
pair leave the house with the jewe!s, and with 
the knowledge that they love each other. 
Thus ends ‘‘ Pansy’s Wonderfal Arabian Ad- 
ventare ''—Íar more exciting that any picture 
she had ever seen. 

It is all very mysterious, but extraordinarily 
good fun. I should imagine that as a 
Christmas entertainment for the children it 
would be highly successful. While plays like 
“The Creaking Chair’’ and “In the Next 
Room "' are filling the Comedy and the St. 
Martin's Theatres there is no reason why Mr. 
Hackett’s play should not have its share of 
patronage. 

The acting was consistently good through- 
out. Marion Lorne was the ha!f-frichtened,

ADMMIRAL SIR CYPRIAN 
BRIDGE. 


Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge died on Satar- 
day at his residence, Kingston-on-Thames. Sir 
Cyprian was 85 years of age.

LONDON LETTER. 
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THE LONDON PACT, 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Scnpay Nicar. 


Those who had faith in the ultimate 
triumph of common-sense never believed 
that the London Conference would be per- 
mitted to break up without an agreement. 
It remains to beseen whether international 
affairs will now run smoothly along the 
path which has been marked out for them. 
All parties have given up something, but 
it is unquestionable that all have gained 
something in return. France obtains a 
greater degree of certainty that the pay- 
ments due will be forthcoming, and Ger- 
many gains by the fixing of a date for the 
restoration of the occupied area, which is 
more than was expected in Germany a 
month ago. Britain benefits by the 
guidance of affairs into a more stable 
condition. Such an ending could not 
have been achieved but for the desire of 
ali the delegates to reach a lasting agree- 
ment. Any one country could have 
wrecked the proceedings, but, fortunately, 
all recognised the danger of another 
abortive conference. 

From to-day the limelight in inter 
national events will be transferred from 
London to Paris and Berlin; for the 
agreement has still to be ratified by me 
French and German Parliaments before it 
can become operative. In both places 
opposition will be met. In the French 
Chamber the party in favour of maintain- 
ing a tight grip upon the Ruhr may not 
consider the concessions obtained sufficient 
to turn them from their policy, while in 
the Reichstag the enemies of the present 
Government will do their utmost to prevent 
sanction from being given to the agreement 
by the necessary two-thirds majority. How- 
ever, the most strenuous efforts will be 
made by the moderate parties of both 
countries to bring about the ratification, 
and, as all the delecates to London have 
been kept fully informed as to the state 
of public opinion in their own countries 
there is reasonable ground for hope that 


the work of the past month will not be 
undone, 


Steady Progress. 


That events connected with the Con- 
lerence moved more rapidly than had been 
expected is shown by the changes made 
by the Prime Minister in his holiday 
arrangements. Yesterday morning he 
arranged to leave London on. Monday 
night. Later in the day his departure 
was fixed for to-morrow morning, but the 
signing of the agreement at 8.30 enabled 


him to leave for Lossiemouth by last 
nicht s train. 


The Sudan. 
Jatest news from Egypt shows the 
situation with rega-1 to the Sudan in 


more serious light. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment is attempting to place the blame for 
the disturbances on British shoulders, and 
is assuming powers over the Sudan which 
never have been acknowledged. In reply- 
ing to the new claim of the Egyptian 
Government by a further movement cf 
troops, our Government is making the 
only answer possible consonant with the 
maintenance of the British position. The 
plot has been more deeply Jaid than the 
first news showed, and there are clearly 
possibilities of further trouble. The move- 
ment of naval and military reinforcements 
has only been undertaken as a precau- 
tionary measure, in the first place. and as 
a cesture that British policy will be upheld 
in the second. : 


The “ Workers’ Weekly.” 


If all that we hear in connection with 
the withdrawal of proceedings against the 
editor of the Workers’ Weekly is true, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald has been badly drawn 
at the wheels of the Communist chariot. 
The Government's action in the matter 
certainly needs explanation, and there is 
little doubt that, if the House were sitting, 
a motion for the adieurnment would be 
made to elicit it. No time will be lost 
when members get back to St. Stephen's 
to have the matter thoroughly threshed 
out. The political bureau of the Com- 
munist Party has rendered the Prime 
Minister a ¢ cided disservice by the mani- 
festo which it has been pleased to issue. 
It is openly alleged that Mr. Macdonald 
has succumbed to threats of the extremists 
to subpena him and a number of his 
Treasury colleagues. Both he and they 
would not like to be faced in the witness- 
box with some of the things which they 
said and wrote during the war. No doubt, 
their attitude would be that “what thev 
had said they had said”. but. all the 
same, they would rather that the pigeons 
did not come home to roost. 


Harvest Prospects. 


Weather conditions generally are ratheé 
disturbing as regards harvest prospects. 
Scottish distillers have become so nervous 
about the late harvest and the uncertaintv 
of marketing barley in good condition that 
already over six hundred tons of overseas 
barley have been taken up by Speyside 
manufacturers, who have paid as much 
as from 53s. to 55s. per quarter. 


A Threatened Strike. 


There is a possibility that the threatened 
strike of the electricians may be averted, 
thongh the position remains serious. The 
men were to hand in notices this week- 
end if their claims to an additional ten 
shillings a week were not satisfactorily 
met. It now seems that the dispute will 
be allowed to go to arbitration, but there 
is not unanimity as regards the adoption 
of that course. A large number favour 
coming out rather than submitting to any 
kind of parley, which, they say, will mean 
only a compromise, and leave them shorn 
of part of their demand, In the mean- 
while a meetine of the representatives of 
the Executive Councils of all the trade 
unions concerned will be held on Wednes- 
day at the Ministry of Labour, when a 
definite line of action will be decided. 
Whatever happens in the present circum- 
stances, it as assured that determined 
efforts will be made to tighten up the 
organisation of this particular industry. 
Altogether, there are between thirty and 
forty unions concerned, and it is felt that 
nothing drastic can happen while so 
many different interests have to be con- 
sidered. Negotiations, therefore, will take 
place forthwith to secure amalgamation, 
or. if need be, the elimination of those 
unions which may not be willing to forego 
their individuality. 


Mr. Oscar Asche. 


Mr. Oscar Asche has arrived in London, 
and in the course of an interview refers 
to two most enjoyable years which he has 
spent in Australia. “‘ We played there to 
magnificent audiences,’ he says, “repre 
senting £160,000 in seventy-fow weeks. 
The audiences were wonderfully en- 
thusiastic, and wherever we went the 
reception was splendid.’”” Some big 
travelling had to be done. The company 
of 140, for instance, had to travel a total 
distance of 2,000 miles to give a three 
weeks programme of “Cairo” and “Chu 
Chin Chow.”” An innovation which Mr. 
Asche made during the tour, and which 
he proposes to repeat before [London 
audiences, is a new way of producing 
“Othello,” “Julius Cesar’’ and “The 
Taming of the Shrew.”

THE WORKMEN’S 
ATTITUDE. 


—— 


The 1,000 men who leít the Inchicore 
gailway works last Friday morning as a 
result of an alleged inter-trade union dis- 
pute affecting only eighty employés have 
decided to remain on strike. The Great 
fouthern and Western Railway Company, 
therefore, has advertised for unskilled 
men. The company intends to fill the 
strikers’ places if they do not return to 


Transport and General Workers’ Union 
who were involved in the strike have been 


work immediately, and it was stated yes- 
terday that the Transport Union will 
supply men to carry on the work at 
Inchicore if, ‘and when, they are required. 

In the opinion of leading Dublin trade 
unionists, the collapse of the strike is 
imminent. The great majority of the 
strikers belong to the Irish Workers’ 
Union which, it is said, is not recognised 
by other trade unions; and the general 
belief is that the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company will have no 
difficulty in securing all the assistance 
that is needed at the Inchicore Works. 
The Irish Workers’ Union was formed by 
Mr. James Larkin when a number of men 
broke away from the Transport Workers’ 
Union. 


Despite interference by ‘strike pickets, the 
company managed to maintain a full goods 
and passenger service during the week-end. 
Tt has assured the public that the services 
will not be affected in any way by the 
strike; and, as an indication of its position, 
it may be said that the Company has not 
cancelled any of the seven excursions which- 
it had arranged in connection with the 
Rodeo. As from to-day, when a special train 
is due to arrive from Cork, it has been ar- 
ranged to run ‘‘ excursions’’ from many 
places throughout this week. 

PICKETS. 

On Saturday morning the strikers met in 
the Leo Hall, Inchicore, and, having con- 
sidered the company’s announcement, which 
appeared in that morning’s papers, decided 
that the strike should continue. Pressmen 
were told: afterwards that the meeting 
ordered that steps should be taken to involve 
other workers in the strike, and that it de- 
cided that no foodstuffs should be allowed to 
enter or leave Kingsbridge and the North 
Wall during the period of the strike. Ar- 
rangements, it was further stated, were made 
to have men sent immediately to Kildare and 
other auxiliary coaling dépóts with a view 
to stopping the coaling of engines there. 

During the day the strikers strengthened 
their pickets at Kingsbridge and the North 
Wall. The police did likewise. At the North 
Wall there was some trouble, but the strikers’ 
attempt to prevent the transfer of coal to 
Inchicore was frustrated. Only two carters 
turned back when challenged by the strikers. 
At Kingsbridge the strikers were ignored in 
every case by the carters, who are trade 
unionists, and load after load of goods and 
merchandise passed into and out of the 
station throughout the day. 

On Friday morning, when the strike spread, 
a large number of skilled workers, whose 
unions were unaffected by the dispute, failed 
to appear at the Inchicore Works. On that 
morning the works were heavily ‘‘ picketed.” 
On Saturday morning several policemen were 
put on duty at the entrance gates, and some 
200 of the skilled men returned to their posts, 

Efforts are said to have been made to in- 
duce members of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen and the Associated Society of Loco- 
motive Engineers and Firemen to participate 
in the strike. Officials of these organisations, 
and also of the Transport Union, however, 
have assured the company that their members 
will ignore the strike, and will not refuse to 
work with any new men that the 
company may engage to-day to take 
the place of.the strikers. The Company 
has advised the Government that the matter 
mist be fought out sooner or later, and has 
peek grapes the Government’s “' fullest sup- 
por 

The strikers, when they were joined by the 
" steam-raisers’’ and the coal bank men, ex- 
pressed the belief that the company’s service 
was bound to be suspended. The companv 


its engines have been coaled and made ready 
for the line as before. Apparently the loco- 
motive tenders haye been bunkered, and their 
fires have been lighted at other dépdts on the 
company’s system outside Inchicore; and this 
contingency. it seems, was overlooked by the 
strikers until Saturday last, when, as already 
stated, they decided to send men to Kildare 
and other coaling places. 
OUTSIDE LABOUR. 

Official notice of tie company’s intention to 
employ ‘‘ outside ” labour was supplied to the 
Irish Workers’ Union on Saturday. On that 
cvening the strikers met in Kilmainham and 
expressed their determination to continue the 
strike “ until such time as the company is pre- 
pared to open up negotiations on the question 
of the vicemen’s grievances.” Owing to the 
bad weather few attended a third meeting 
which was held at tne Inchicore tramway ter- 
minus yesterday afternoon. 

The vicemen’s “grievance” is that they 
have been treated unfairly in the matter of 
apportionment of work. According to the 
company, these mer, who have not served 
apprenticeship, and who do the less skilled 
work in the fitting sheds, have a quarrel with 
the fitters, who are skilled workers, on the 
question of division of work, and, so as to end 
bickerings, it is said, the company decided 
that in future vicemen should do repairs, and 
htters new construction. The company states 
that repair work is constant and construction 
irregular, and that vicemen would be in con- 
tinuous employment; but the strikers main- 
tain that the division of work would be to 
their disadvantage. They declare that the 
fitters are trying to deprive them of their 
work, and that the company is attempting 
to disorganise their union. 

On Friday last Mr. McLoughlin, Secretary 
ti. _Irish Workers’ Union, told an 
irish Times representative that “the appor- 
tionment of work would be much to the dis- 
advantage of the vicemen, and would have 
meant, in a few weeks, the total elimination 
of vicemen at the Inchicore Works.”

Altogether 26 companies are affected by the 

Act, and oí these only six have come to 
terms. They are the Great Southern and 
Western; the Midland and Great Western; 
the Cork, Bandon and South Coast: the Cork, 
Blackrock and Passage; the Cork and 
Macroom; and the Waterford and Tramore 
Railway Companies. 
_ The only other company that has notified 
its intention to amalgamate is the Dublin and 
South-Eastern. The whole of the remaining 
nineteen companies will have to be dealt with 
by the Tribunal. 

The Great Northern, the Donegal and other 
companies, whose railways are partly within 
and partly outside the Irish Free State, do 
not come under the Act. 

Dublin and South-Eastern Railway Com- 
pany shareholders are still, it is said, unaware 
of the conditions that will be submitted for 
their approval, but it is declared that they 
are favourable to the holders.

AFGHAN POLICEMAN SHOT. 


SIMLA, Saturday.

INQUEST ON VICTIM 
ADJOURNED.

An inquest was opened at Barrington’s 
Hospital, Limerick, last Saturday evening, on 
the remains of Michael liartuatt, aged ól 
years, of Tipperary, who died of wounds re- 
ceived at Clarecastle when driving iu a motor 
car from Ennis on Friday evening. The in- 
quiry was conducted by Dr. T. Toley, Deputy 
Coroner, Limerick. 

Before the jury was sworn, a juror asked 
whether it was competent for a Limerick jury 
to hold an inquest, noes regard to the fact 
that the man died in Clare. He thought 
that the law was that the inquiry should have 
been held at the place where the man met his 
death. 

The Deputy Coroner said that his duty was 
to hold an inquiry wherever he found the 
body lying. 

Evidence of identification was given by 
Mrs., Mary Evans, 18 Mountain View, 
Tipperary. She stated that Michael Hartnett 
was her brother. She last saw him alive at 
half-past twelve o'clock on Thursday night. 

Dr. W. P. Dundon, house surgeon, Bar- 
rirgton’s Hospital, stated that the body was 
admitted to the hospital at 12.5 o’clock on 
Saturday morning. Te conjunction with Dr. 
J. G. Holmes, he made a post-mortem exami- 
nation. The cause of death was shock and 
hemorrhage, caused by gunshot wounds. 
There was a small wound, about the size of a 
sixpenny piece, in the right loin, in front. 
Surrounding this were two or three small 
punctured wounds. There was a large gaping 
wound, about two inches in diameter, in the 
right loin, behind, and another large gaping 
wound of similar dimensions under the right 
shoulder blade. The right hip bone was 
broken, as were two ribs. hose three 
wounds communicated from the wound under 
the shoulder blade. Five pieces of lead and 
casing were removed. There were holes cor- 
responding to the wounds in the clothing. 
The entrance wound was in front, and the 
two wounds behind were exit wounds. 

Dr. W. G. Holmes gave corroborative 
evidence, after which the inquiry was ad- 
journed until Monday, 25th inst., at Lime- 
rick. 

Mr. H. O’Brien Moran, State Solicitor, ap- 
peared for the Civic Guards. He said that, 
as to the point raised by the juror regarding 
the place where the inquiry should be held, 
he was not at the moment able to give a de- 
cision. He hoped, however, that there would 
be no necessity to dis-inter the remains in 
order to hold a second inquest.

MR,MACDONALD ON THE 
FUTURE OF EUROPE,

LONDON, Sunday. 
The most hopeful steps forward in 


European affairs since the Versailles 
Peace Treaty was made last night, when 
the Agreement of London was signed 
between the Allies and the Germans. 

Described by the British Premier as 
“the first peace treaty since the war,” 
and by the American Ambassador as “ the 
dawn of a new day,” this pact to execute 
the famous Dawes plan at last puts 
reparations payments on a practical foot- 
ing. 

It makes provision for stabilising Ger- 
many’s demoralised finances, and restores 
her economic unity by withdrawing the 
French and Belgian engineers, Customs’ 
officers and other officials, who carried out 
the economic occupation of the Ruhr in 
January, 1925. 

Germany is also given August 15, 1925, 
as the maximum date for bringing back 
the French troops from the Ruhr, but a 
number of the Ruhr towns, including 
Dortmund, are to be evacuated imme- 
diately as a proof of French good faith. 

This ends an apparently hopeless dis- 
pute that threatened the entire dislocation 
of European affairs. The agreements 
annexed to the protocol were initialled 
by the several delegations, with the 
understanding that the formal signatures 
are to be attached in London on August 
30. This was done at the wish of the 
French and Germans, who stated that 
they wanted to obtain the approval of 
their Parliaments before finally signing. 
It is expected that both Parliaments will 
be convened on Thursday to consider the 
agreement. 


M. HERRIOT’S COMMENT. 


It was not until after four o'clock yester- 
day morning that the Germans decided to 
accept. As foreshadowed, they stated that 
they “noted” the French intention to 
evacuate the Ruhr in a year. They inti- 
mated that they were compelled to bow to 
the force majeure. 

Chancellor Marx and his colleagues held a 
hasty consultation in their dressing gowns, 
and a note of acceptance was sent round to 
M. Herriot, who was wakened from his bed 
in the Hyde Park Hotel to receive it. He is 
reported to have said, “ It is sooner than 
I expected,” and then went to sleep again. 

The rest of the é * was spent in close 
consultations. Then came the last session 
of the Conference at the Foreign Office, 
which crowned the anxious kbours of 31 
days. 

“Our task seems to be completed,” said 
Mr. Macdonald on taking the chair. ‘‘ Has 
anyone anything to say on the documents 
which are before us." 

There was a dramatice pause, while the 
Prime Minister waited and looked round the 
assembled delegates. No one uttered a 
word. 

The Conference passed a formal resolution 
inviting the Central banks, in their respec- 
tive countries to use their good offices to 
facilitate the placing of the £40,000,000 loan 
for Germany. 


CHEERING CROWDS. 


Thus this historic meeting ended, and the 
delegates left amid a burst of cheering from 
the big crowds that thronged I street 
and the approaches to the Foreign Office. 

Mr. Macdonald caught a train at 10.25 
last night for Aberdeen, on his way to 
Lossiemouth. The Germa”s left London this 
morning, and the French arranged to return 
to Paris to-morrow. 


MR. MACDONALD’S SPEECH. 


The chief delegates to the Conference de- 
livered speeches at the signing of the Pact. 
The Prime Minister first addressed the Con- 
ference. ‘‘We have finished our work,”’ he said, 
said, ‘‘and we must each in our various ways 
strive to make it ffruitful for good. Can any- 
one imagine the calamities that would have 
followed had this Conference broken down? 

“But I do not dwell upon that, because 
there is something even more important than 
that to remember. I believe we have given 
Europe something better than agreement 
drafted by lawyers and printed on paper. We 
have negotiated, discussed, put ourselves in 
each other's shoes That is the greatest ad- 
vance we have made, even, when in the end, 
one side or the other has been disappointed 
with the result. 

“We are now offering the first real nego- 
tiated agreement since the war. Every party 
here represented is morally bound to do its 
best to carry it out, because it is not the re- 
sult of an ultimatum. We have tried to meet 
each other as far as the public opinion of the 
various countries would allow us. This agree- 
ment may be regarded as the first peace treaty, 
because we sign it with a feeling that we 
have turned our baeks on the terrible years 
of war and war mentality.” 

Mr. Macdonald then informed the delegates 
that the Notes had been exchanged that morn- 
ing between the French and the Germans, 
and that it had been agreed that the evacua- 
tion should take place with the maximum 
period of twelve months, which should begin 
to run from that day. The time of national 
isolation was ended. 

In the closing part of his speech, Mr.-Mac- 
donald spoke of the other problems of peace 
that lay before them—war debts, disarma- 
ment, security, the composition and authority 
of the League, arbitration in international dis- 

ites. 

Then, he proceeded—" There is another great 
class of dangers which we have to face. 
refer to the economic problems, which are 
bound to arise as soon as the Central Euro- 
pean Powers find their feet. 

“There will be an attempt nn the part of 
soulless international combines, using the 
weapon of political pressure, to subordinate 
common interest to their own. The defence 
of national interests and of national well- 
being against such moves as these must re- 
ceive the careful consideration and firm 
action of democratic Governments. 

“THE RIGHT ROAD.” 

“We have a long way to go before we 
reach the goal of European peace and 
security. The all-important thing to-day is 
that we should be sure that we are on the 
right road. I think that in our deliberations 
here we have found it, and however pro- 
longed or brief may be the rule of each of 
us—mere straws in the puffs of popular 
favour—we have every reason to be proud 
that it has been our good fortune to take 
part in this historical Conference that is just 
about to end so suecessfully.”’ 

M. Herriot said little, merely reiterating 
his earlier statement, that France, who 
suffered so much from the war, only sought 
her rights. 

Mr. Kellogg, the American Ambassador, 
complimen the delegates on their ability 
and broad-minded statemanship, adding— 
“The permanent settlement on a basis of 
fairness and justice to all the nations engaged 
in the, war is the only sure guarantee of

ULSTER ASSOCIATION ON MR, 
DE VALERA’S SPEECH. 


The Ulster Association issued the following 
statement at Belfast last Saturday :—‘* Nothing 
could have strengthened the Ulster case more 
than the speeches delivered during the week 
by Messrs. Cosgrave and de Valera. 

“They have made it clear that the boundary 
issue is merely an excuse for pushing forward 
their claims for Ulster to become a part of the 
Free State, which Mr. de Valera, on his part, 
would transform into an independent Republic,

‘It ought to open the eyes of the British 
public to read Mr. de Valera’s declaration 
that he and his followers can never give 
allegiance to any foreign Power, meaning 
thereby Great Britain herself, which Irish Re- 
publicans regard as a foreign country.

BRITISH NOTE TO THE 
EGYPTLAN PREMIER.

ALEXANDRIA, Sunday. 

The Wafd El Masri, or “ Egyptian Delega- 
tion,” of which Zaghlul Pasha, the Prime 
Minister, is still the President, issued a state- 
ment yesterday and sent a summary of it to 
the British Government. The statement re- 
probates the recent action in the Sudan, for 
which it holds the British responsible, and 
regrets the occurrence as being likely to 
obstruct negotiation for a friendly settlement 
between Great Britain and Egypt. 

It is somewhat pe to note that, 
while hitherto it has only claimed to repre- 
sent Egypt and the Egyptians, the Wafd EI 
Masri has now extended its mandate to the 
Valley of the Nile, and in this statement 
declares that it is interpreting the will of the 
inhabitants thereof. This extension has 
obviously been mada in order to enable the 
delegation to include the Sudan within its 
jurisdiction.—T7'imes telegram.

Mr. Clark Kerr, the Acting British High 
Commissioner, who has had several inter- 
views with the Acting Premier, Mahamed

GOOD-WILLL STILL IS 
NEEDED. 


— o-- — 


The Times, in a leading article, says :—In 
devising the best methods to apply the Dawes 
report, the London Conference, which came 
to a successful conclusion on Saturday night. 
has accomplished even more than it set out to 
achieve. It has re-established harmony among 
the Allies over the principal problem of 
Europe; it has taken France and Germany 
out of the cold atmosphere of frigid notes and 
curt conversations into that of amicable dis- 
cussion, and it has sealed the participation, 
unofficial but extremely helpful, of the United 
States in the economic reconstruction of the 
Old World. 

The first tentative suggestion of Mr. Hughes, 
in his famous speech at Newhaven, some eigh- 
teen months ago, that an economic inquiry 
should be conducted by independent experts 
into the capacity of Germany to pay repara- 
tions, has now borne splendid fruit. The re- 
port which was drawn up by General Dawes 
and his colleagues as a result of that sugges- 
tion has been the basis of the present settle- 
ment, and if it never produces 
any other resnit, it will already have 
served to set the whole problem of repara- 
tions on a new and a more hopeful course. 
A question essentiall; economic has at last 
been discussed in the light of international 
economics by statesmen who hitherto had 
not been able even to look at the matter 
in the same way. 

The de.egates of the eleven States who 
assembled in London as guests of the 
British Government are al! to be congratu- 
lated upon the spirit of conciliation which 
they have shown. The two protagonists of 
rival views—M. Herriot and Herr Marx—de- 
serve especial praise for the readiness which 
each has shown to make allowance for the 
peculiar difficulties of the other, and for the 
spirit of dignity and accommodation which 
they have displayed. Twice, at critical 
moments, the representatives of America 
stepped in and saved awkward situations. 
M. Theunis, the Prime Minister of Belgium, 
who has had more experience of Reparation 
Conferences than any of his colleagues, who 
is a business man, and his own Finance 
Minister, placed his knowledge, his ex- 
perience, and his tact at the disposal of the 
Conference, and contributed very greatly 
to its success; a“? all concurred, in 
th closing speeches of Saturday 
night, in v ing a hearty tribute to 
Mr. Macdonald for the skill with which he 
had presided. To some observers his in- 
formal, almost casual, manner in the chair, 
seemed. sometimes to betoken a lack of 
directive authority, but the end has justified 
his methods. Outside the plenary sessions, 
especially, his informality spread to his 
colleagues, and where a more downright or 
masterful lead might possibly have accentu- 
ated differences of opinion, his easy ways and 
happy manner soothed and _ encouraged 
debaters, often wearied by all-night considera- 
tion of complicated problems, and brought 
eventual agreement, without shirking any 
essential issues. 

But the good-will of all is still needed 
before the Dawes scheme can be definitely 
pronounced, adds The Times. M. Herriot, 
no less than Herr Marx, has to persnade his 
Parliamentary supporters and opponents 
that the arrangements reached in London are 
for the good of their country; for the 
London Agreement has on'y been initialled, 
definite signature having been postponed at 
the request of these two Prime Ministers till 
August 30. The request suggests interesting 
reflections upon the working of democratic 
institutions. In the case of neither of the 
two countries chiefly concerned in the past 
negotiations have their Prime Ministers, each 
supported by two Cabinet colleagues, and 
each having had every possible opportunit¢ 
of discussion with his followers’ and 
opponents, just before, and even during, the 
negotiations, felt themselves able to bind their 
respective Governments without the further 
sanction of their popular assemblies. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that both assemblies 
will have a keen sense of the disappointment 
and despair that would be created in Europe 
if the work of four toilsome weeks were to be 
overthrown by a hostile vote in Paris or 
Berlin; for the result of the inevitable 
sacrifice which any country has had to make 
is for its own ultimate prosperity and for the 
tranquillisation of Europe.

The anniversary of the deaths of President 
Arthur Griffith and General Michael Collins 
was observed in Dublin yesterday as a day ot 
national commemoration. Although rain feil 
virtually without ceasing, the ceremony, which 
took place at Leinster Lawn, Dublin, was 
largely attended, and was most impressive. 
The spectacular side of the commemoration 
was the parade of some two thousand troops 
of the National Army, with the General 
Officer commanding the Forces, and all the 
officers of the higher command. The organi- 
sation of the parade from the Phenix Park to 
the Cenotaph on Leinster Lawn, and the fine 
appearance of the men won high praise from 
the great crowds that waited in the down- 
pour all along the route to see the soldiers 
pass. At intervals cheers were raised as 
some well known officer, or some popular unit 
was recognised. 

The parade was led by a party of mounted 
infantry, followed by the No. 1 Band and the 
colours with their escort. General Eotn 
O'Duffy, General Officer Commanding the 
Defence Forces, and his staff and orderlies, 
all rode grey chargers, making a splash of 
brightness in the midst of the green uniforms. 
General O'Duffy was followed by the Chief 
of Staff, the Adjutant-General and the 
Quartermaster-General, and the general 
officers commanding the different commands, 
all on horseback. Major-General Sean 
MacMahon rode with this unit. 

The infantry totalled four battalions, drawn 
from the Eastern and the Currach Commands. 
A battery of 18-pounder guns, splendidly 
horsed, made a fine show, and the spick and 
span turn out of the medical service, with 
ambulances, was also specially noticeable. 
There were six whippet armoured cars in the 
parade. The rest of the parade was made up 
of detachments from the Corps of Signallers, 
the military police, and the detach- 
ment of remounts, with general service 
wagons and teams. The No. 2 Band, 
as well as No. 1, and the piper’s band 
played at intervals. After the military came 
a contingent of officers and men from the 
depot of the Civic Guard, Phenix Park.

UNFALTERING FAITH. 

“ Arthur Griflfith’s work was becun 30 vears 
ago, away back in the darkness when there 
were few toilers and little to encourage, when 
to hepe might well appear to presume. 
Through all those years he laboured with the 
tireless energy, the sublime faith, the com- 
plete selfishness that were his. That ridicule 
which is the recognition of the pioneer he en- 
dured with the same equanimity and forbear- 
ance with which he afterwards met the later 
efforts to stifle his vcice and to suppress his 
preaching. Nothing daunted him. - 

“*T have unshaken faith in the innate 
strength of our people’s soul,’ he said. Not 
poverty nor ridicule nor disconragement nor 
armed force could divert him from his self- 
appointed task of awakening the national con- 
sciousness. He spurned the wealth offered to 
enlist the services of his mighty pen in other 
causes. He lived as he died—a poor man. He 
sought neither power nor popularity. They 
came to him. No man was more beloved. No 
man was more sincerely mourned by his 
people. The stern, unbending. relentless 
enemy of the oppressor, was one of the kind- 
liest of friends. His love for the Irish people 
was intense and all-embracing. The poor who 
vere like him knew his love for them and 
returned it. He was an idealist, but always 
practical. He was gifted with a rare jude- 
ment and with an acute political sense. He 
was a wise counsellor to his friends and a re- 
lentless foe to his country’s enemies. 


BOUNDLESS ENERGY. 

_“ Michael Collins is such a. stupendous 
ficure in ovr country’s story that it is im- 
possible at thfs short distance from his death 
to appraise his achievements. During the 
vears of terror he was the Nation’s bulwark. 
His boundless energy, his vibrant personality. 
his splendid enthusiasm, gave a new life and 
vizour to the lone struggle from which he at 
last broucht us victorious. 

** Fearless of personal dancer, recardless of 
hardship, intolerant of sloth. he toiled through 
the day and throngh the nicht. often in pain, 
often in illness, to build up the organisation 
hy which his people might be liberated; by 
his example, bv his counsel, he fired the 
imagination and inspired the confidence which 
rendered that liberation possible. No task 
was too big for him to undertake—no detail 
was too small to merit his attention. His life 
story is enshrined in his curt command to 
‘get on with the work.” In the words of 
General Mulcahy: ‘He took to himself the 
cospel of toil for Ireland, the gospel of work. 
ing for the people of Ireland and of sacrifice 
for their good, and he has made himself a 
hero and a lecend that will stand in the naces 
of our history with any bright pace that was 
ever written theré.’ 

“Griffith and Collins are dead. While thev 
lived thev were, above all men, deaf to flat. 
tery, free from pretentious vanity, so honestly 
devoted to Ireland that they never allowed 
the notion of their own importance to cloud 
their jndgment or to give their motives a 
wrong direction. Now that they are dead. 
beyond even the shadow of the temptation of 
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vainglo , it is right that their full due of 
mis ár be rendered to them, 
rendered publicly.

M. HERRIOT ON WHAT 
FRANCE WILL GAIN. 


M. Herriot made along statement on the 
result¢ oí the Coníerenee-last night. -He con- 
cluded :'— ai 

“In the carrying out of the scheme, 
France has proposed and has ado ted. the 
principle of arbitration. We think that is a 
i fruitful novelty for the future, and that this 
innovation will receive ever wider application. 

"We shall obtain the sums we are to re- 
ceive either in kind or in specie. From:now, 
according to the first calculations of my 
services, we shall bé able to inscribe a first 
annuity of about nine hundred million francs. 
That will be somiéwhat new. We have made 
sure of coal and coke fer a number of years. 
Those are realities. The French people has 
had enough of following chimeras alone. The 
solution we have started at London brings us 
at once substantial realities and peace. 

‘Whether one was or was nót “im favour 
of the Ruhr occupation, one must agree that 
the Dawes scheme. furnishes tuá with pledges 
infinitely more extensive and more productive 
than the former pledges.’ Seturity ‘by_ ‘the 
terms of the Treaty, that we must faithfully 
earry out, is guaranteed to us by the octupa: 
tion of the left bank of the Rhine. 

“The question of inter-Allied debts, so 
grave for us, could not be settled in the 
course of a discussion a very ‘much 
complicated hy the Dawes scheme, but Mr. 
Macdonald declared vesterday evening when 
the Conference was over. that the problem 
must be made the subject of another Con- 
ference, and that it should be dealt with in 
the sense of the recent Paris sgreemment—that 
is to say, in equity, and_taking into account 
all the elements which gave that debt a 
special character—the’ character of a debt 
contracted for the common welfare of the 
Allies. at “9 > 

‘France no longer isolated. The London 
Conference may. be cfiticised or jeered’ at. 
The impartial public will observe that it is 
the first Conference that has arrived at 
practical results. It wil be fought by all 
those persons whose imprudence and provoca- 
tions were risking bringing us to war. It 
is a work of good faith and peace. It masks 
the outset of a new era. France is no longer 
isolated. 

“ But the London. Conference will only 
be fruitful, and can. only. he fcllowed by 
efforts m the same sense. If the peoples for 
whose repose we have worked protect our 
work against. the assaults of.those—and there 
are still too many of them—-who only dream 
of foreign and civil war.” 


DISSOLUTION OF REICHSTAG 
POSSIBLE. 


BERLIN, Sunday. 

The Reichstag House Committee meets 
next Wednesday to decide when the Reich- 
stag will be convoked to consider the laws 
necessary for the execution of the Dawes 
report. In certain political circles it is hoped 
that the German Government’s policy in 
London will be ratified by the Reichstag by 
the requisite two-thirds majority. In the 
event of the Reichstag failing to back up 
the delegation to London, President -Ebert 
will give the Chancellor, Dr. Marx, authority 
to dissolve the Reichstag.— (Reuter. )
